A nine foot cavern, disclosed by the 
diamond core drill at a sixty foot 
depth, when the drill was boring eight 
feet to one side of the shaft, has not 
yet been located by the drill in the 
shaft itself. 

The drill, however, makes a hole but 
one inch in diameter and it is hoped to 
strike this cavern in the side wall of 
the shaft with!n twelve hours, or tun- 
nel to it sidewise from the shaft when

League club.”’ 

In addition to Mr. Hughes, those 
who spoke were: Solicitor General 
Beck, United States Senator Wads- 
worth, former New York state Govs. | 
Odell, Miller, and Whitman, and for- 
mer Senator William M. Calder, presi- 
dent of the Urion League club. 

Mr. Hughes declared that Mr. Root, 
from the time he was United States 
district attorney for the southern dis- 
trict of New York to the present day, 
had “displayed a genius for state- 
craft as distinct as that of the most 
eminent painter, sculptor, or poet for 
his art.” 

Opportunities Adequately Met. 

Referring to the statement of So- 
crates that “it is pleasant to grow 
old with good health and a _ good 
friend,” Mr. Hughes said:

Have to Use Buckets. 


In a great area apartment houses 
and tenements get no flow from the 
‘ape above the second floor, and buck- 
ets have to be used, while large stores 
and buildings throughout the city are 
invariably compelled ta put in their 
own pumping systems. 

In other large lake cities with me- 
ters, lack of pressure is not a problem. 
One recent survey shows that Detroit 
is able to maintain a pressure of at 
least thirty pounds during the period 
of greatest consumption and through- 
out the year. 

Milwaukee, like Cleveland, Buffalo, | 
and« Detroit, has high pressure fire | 
mains as well as a high service dis. | 
trict. By means of a reservoir and) 
pumps Milwaukee maintains a mini- 
mum pressure of twenty pounds at the 
lowest point and reaches sixty pounds 
in many parts of the city. Cleveland 
has the advantage of high hille to aid 
its pressure, while Milwaukee and Buf- 
falo have smaller ones. Engineers de 
clare that with present pumping equip- 
ment twenty-five pounds pressure 
ought to be easy to maintain every- 
where in Chicago, but it can never be 
done: so long as one-half the water 
foreed through the mains leaks out as 
sheer waste, 


What City Must Do. 


experts figure that to maintain twen-| 
ty-five pounds pressure, which is the, 
minimum of other large lake cities, ' 
Chicago under prevailing wasteful ¢con- | 
ditions would have to pump 425 gallons | 
Pr capita per day as against its | 
esent 276, which is the highest in 
the big cities of the United States. 
The waste, too, ig growing at an as- 
tonishing rate. If Chicago keeps up 
for the next thirty years the pace it 
has set during the last thirty, engi-| 
neers estimate that by 19655 Chicago 
would be pumping 401 gallons a day 
for every man, woman, and child in 
the city. The leakage and willful 
waste will grow from 152 gallons per | 
capital to 227 gallons. 
In other words, by 1955, if the wast- 
age rate keeps up, Chicago will a 
pumping one and a third billion gal-| 
fons a day more water than would be, 
required under a metering system.

. HEY must all be liars” concludes many,a 
layman who glances over the conflicting 
claims to advertising leadership made by the 
Chicago newspapers. 

“Merchants do not seek business by quoting 
Sales comparisons with their neighbors. Why 
should newspapers resort to this distasteful 
method of competition?” is the next thought. 
Since each claim is apparently supported by a 
wealth of statistics “compiled by The Advertis- 
ing Record Company, an independent auditing 
Service,” the audience is apt to have the uneasy 
feeling of one in the presence of magicians. 
In this series we shall attempt to give a picture 
of the lineage situation in Chicago from all 
angles, explaining the “tricks of the trade” by 
which statistical support is worked out for the 
conflicting claims of competitors. 


Since The Daily News uses more of this type 
of competitive lineage advertising than all other 
Chicago papers combined, this discussion will 
be illustrated by using The Chicago Tribune 
and The Chicago Daily News as exampies.

It is obvious from the above that there is no relief in merely 
ignoring the Sunday issues of The Tribune because the volume 
of The Tribune on week-days alone is one-fifth:in excess of 
that of The News. 


What to do? 


This is the expedient finally resorted to. In claiming Want Ad supremacy, the 
first step of The News is to forget the existence of the Sunday Tribune —which 
carries more Want Advertising in one issue than The News does in four. Having 
wished this rival out of business, the next, step is to change the whole system of 
measurement from lineage or volume to “number of ads,” for The News in 1924 
printed one per cent more ads than the week-day issues of The Tribune. 


Inconsistent, of course, but necessity hasn’t even a sense of humor. 


Time was (way back before the war) when The News held a very high place as 
a Want Ad medium. But since those days the circulation of The News has 
decreased while that of The Tribune has doubled. 


This history of greatness is particularly important in view of certain peculiarities 

of Want Advefttising. Want Advertisers are of two kinds— the occasional, spo- 
radic user who runs an ad one year to sell a Ford, another next year to secure a 
maid, etc., and the regular contract advertiser such as the real estate firm, the auto- 
mobile dealer, the big factory. These latter concerns place Want Ads every day ° 
as a matter of business, check results.and use large space where st pays them. 


The former type of advertiser may place his two-line ad in The News because he 
remembers that The News used to be a good medium. But the latter advertiser 
buys fifty or one hundred lines in The Tribune because he knows from daily 


experience that it will yield greatest results. 


The multitude of two-line ads in The News offering stove-heated flats do not 
indicate buying power and responsiveness equivalent to that of the same number 
of large Want Ads in The Tribune with which hard-headed business men fill big 


new apartment buildings. . 
Ignoring lineage and featuring number of ads is like selling the 
hole instead of the doughnut. |
